SUMMARY, 
Snecial Dispatch t lhe Chieng Tribune, 
Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 13.—The amt esty. or

Biaine’s speech was an 
conclusion’ of the terrifie ar- 
raignment he has meade of the 
record and intentions of the Confederates. 
There are at least two in the Houee who regret 
to-night that politicians have a yesterday. They 
are Ben Hill and Sunset Cox. Blaine’s speech 
was mainly devoted to-a reviev of the record of 
Hill, a fire-eater who has come back from his 
rebellion hugging the Constitution to patronize 
Union soldiers and to teach Republicans to obey 
and respect the law. An incident in the debate 
were the statements of Caulfield and Carter Har- 
rison. Challenged by Blaine to defend the mon- 
strous allegations of Hill as to the inhumanity 
of the North. to rebel prisoners, they could 
no longer keep silent, but paid a reluctant and 
enforced tribute to the humanity and honor of 
the people they represented. Caulfield acksowl- 
edged that there could be no charge of ill-treat- 
ment or cruelty made against Camp Douglas for 
which the Government could be heid responsible, 
and admitted that Camp Douglas had been 
founded for Union Soldiers. Carter Harrison 
knew that there bad been no crusity there, but 
thought that the builfings had been changed. 
Hé-wis put down in cofifusion by the statement of 
Gen. Henderson tliat they had indeed been changed, 
but changed

To-day he has provéd himseifto be the most 
servile doughface of tae North. eager to stuitify his 
own record, to aid Hill in arraigning the government 
of Lincoln, in placing olloquy and slander upon the 
grave of Edwin M. Stanton, aud to do honor to Jeff

Ben Hill, too, wis} confronted with 3 
which should’ give horthern men sO1De- 
thing to think about.

MR. BLAINE’S CLOSING. S EECR. 
WasnINeTon, D. C., Ain. 13.—The House, at the 
conclusion of the morning hour, resumed its cone d- 
eration of the Amnesty bill, and was addressed by Mr. 
Blaine. He commenced by disclaiming ety intention 
to convey the idea put forward in the discussion of 
yesterday. He said that from the tone of the dcbate 
one would imagine that the Republican party, as rep- 
resented in Congress, was trying to inflict some new 
punishment or to add seme other stigma to Jefferson 
Davis, It might therefore bo not ipappropriate to 
call the atiention of the House to the precise question 
at issue. The gentleman from Peunsy Nania (landali) 
bas introd.ed a bill to confer a special honor on Jef- 
ferson Davis, for what honor could be higher than thé 
full panoplied citizenship of the United States? Jef- 
ferson Davis had lost it by his crimea, and the 
gentieman from Pennsylvania proposed in hot haste, 
without debate, withont amendment. to drag every 
gentleman in the House to say aye or no on 2 Dill 
declaring Jefferson Davis to be entitled, now and 
henceforth, to all the richts of American citizensbip. 
To that he (Blaine) anti those with him dissented ; 
they were noteaceking to throw any other element of 
an inflammatbie character into the politica of tue day. 
Whatever of that kind Bad flown into this discussion 
lay at the door of the gentleman from Pennsylvania 
and of those who stood with bim. It was not a 
proposition to punish, but it was a proposition to 
honor, and. while Le (Blaine) and those wita him dis- 
med any intention of desiring to punish Jefferson 
Davis, they ;

were lke mia Generals on vparade-day in 
Lroudway, who bad found it an almost impossible 
task to follow the music and keep clear of the omni- 
buses [boisterous jangbter), and that is the cage with 
the gontleman from Georgia. He had been trying to 
keep step to the music of tae Union, and to dodge his 
fire-cating constituents in Georgia, [Laughter.]! I 
wiil read another quotation from his speech: Our 
prisoners suffered in Federal hands, and we know 
how, if we chose to tell. Thousands of our poor fel- 
iows came home from Elmira, Fort Delaware, and 
other piaces with their fingers frozen of, with their 
toes irozen od, with ‘their teeth fallen out.“ Was 
that in the line of what I bad said. or was it a simpie 
assertion from the geutieman from Georgia? 

Mr. Hill—I said tuat these were uecessary incidents 
to all prisons. 

Mr, Biaine—Do I understand the gentleman now to 
ba. k down from that assertion ? 

Mr. Hill—No, sir; Lsaw with my own eyes— 

Mr. Blaine— Tbe gent eman trom the Emir District 
yesterday (Walker)—and 1 houor him for it—was not 
held in the leash ly party fidelity and by Southern 
sympathy, but carne out like a man and vindicated his 
constitneata, There are on that side of the House two 
gentiom>u who represent in part the constitacnis thas 
surround Camp Douglas. I refer to

and I ask the genticmen to say whether, to their best 
kuowledge and velief, there was any cruel treatment

Mr. Caulfield—! do not, however, say that there 
were certain instances of cruelty which occurred in 
that camp to my knowle:le, but they were, not of

Mr. Uin (stall in bis seat, ina low tone)—That is 
rigut, and I make none, 

Mr. Caulneid—I remember some instances myself, 
I happened to be one of the number appointed to 
ameliorate the sufferings of the prisoners at Camp 
Douglas. They were brought tucre in the winter, I 
think. The first batch was from Fort Donaldson. 
The weather was cold, aud if was izmapossible to make 
them perie tly comfortable, and, as a matter of course, 
there was a great deal of suffering amoug them; but J 
regarded that suffering as only incidental to circum- 
stances which surrounded tuem at times, Every

effort was male to make them comfortable, 
both on the part of the State and on 
the part of the Government, but there 


wre some cruclties inflicted there to my own knowi- 
edge: However, 1 do not think it would be fair io 
cuarfe the Goverument with that, They were charye- 
able to the inhumanity of certain individuais ia vbarge 
of tam. 

Mr. Hill—That is all that I meant. 

Mr. Blaine (to Caulflelh)— Will you state whether the 
prisoners whe came from Camp Douglas did not oc- 
cupy and shire the same quarters and Lave exactly the 
seine accommodations as the troops had had who left 
Camp Dvo.uyias, which was their camp, and went to 
the ficid, ech ueing pla es with prisoners? 

BARNEY POBGETS. 

Mr. Cauifield—My memory on that point does not 
ser; im. 

Mr. Blaine (ironically)—Ob! the gentleman does 
not recollect that Camp Douglas was made for Union 
soldiers, aud was the great recruiting camp of North- 
ern [ilinois. 

Mr. Caulfield—Now that you bring it to my recollec- 
tion, I think the fact was 60.

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SCHAETZLEIN. 


The Coroner Begins His Investi- 
gations. 


Officer Harmon Has an Opportunity to 
Explain His Conduct. 


An Effort Made to Show that Roney Shot 
in Self-Defense, 


The Story He Told When He Reached His 
Boarding-House, 


The Examination to Be Continued To- 
Day. 


The examination of the witnesses to the trag- 
edy which occurred last Monday morning at No. 
1016 South Halsted street, wherein Michael 
Schaetzlein was brutally shot and Frederick 
Roos seriously wounded by ex-Officer Thomas 
Roney, was begun yesterday moroiog in Druide 
Hall, attached to the premises in which the 
shooting took place. A large crowd, composed 
of witnesses, neighbors, members of the Order 
of Liberty, experta, reporters, etc., wore in at- 
tendance, and remained throughout the day. 

The shooting, it will be remembered, was done 
in a hallway leading to the Druids’ Lodge, and 
that place yet bears the marks of blood shed in 
the encounter, and in the floor is the hole made 
by one of the bullets. There is considerable ex- 
citement in the vicinity, and the impression pre- 
vails that, While the onus of the homicide is up- 
on Roney, young Gruetzmacher, who, it is ase 
sorted, had made an application for member- 
ship of the Lodge aud been rejected, was mixed 
up with the tragedy. 

PETEB HARMON i 
was the first witness produced and sworn: 

I live at No. 2 Emerald street. I am a detect- 
ive now; formerly a police officer. I have been 
three times an Officer; resigned on the léth of 
February, 1872, but went on again in August or 
September. I never was ordered to resigu. 

Ibave been off and on an officer for four 
years. Tun affair occuired petween 1 and 2 
o'clock last Monday morning. I was not on 
duty at that time. I was present as an invited 
guest at the installation of officers of the Order 


of Druids in this house. I entered the bar-room 
about 7:30 o'clock in the evening. The door was 
locked, because it was a private entertaument. 
Istaid there a short time, and came ap-stairs 
about 8 o'clock with Roney, who was admitted 
into the hall by permission of some of the Order. 
Before visiting the meeting, he stated to me 
that he gave his belt and star to a man named 
Fitzpatrick by order of Sergt. Hood. Ile asked 
me if he could get in, and 1 told bim that I 
dida’t know, but if he was rejected he must not 
be insulted. He replied that he would 
vot be. I came here and asked per- 
mission for him to enter, and it was 
granted. We both entered the premises, 
remained a little while, and went out. We came back, 
aud during the 1 we occupied chairs m the 
ball. After they got Mthrough with the exercises, 
Charles Gruetzmacher, Br., Roney, and myself 
went to Wendling’s saloon and piayed euchre, We 
came back after a while, but Gruetzmacher, Jr., wus 
not present ; 
first I had seen of him in a week, The first time I 
saw him bis father caught me by the sleeve and said, 
* Youdon’t know this man, do you 7” | said I did know 
bim. Roney asked if he could not dance. ItoldbimI 
did not know, and he asked one of the members wio 
told him yes. He then said he was not acquainted 
with any of the ladies, and I introduced him to Mrs, 
Wirick, and he started to dance with ber. The floor 
was @owded at the time, and io make more 
room they “made solo” or stopped half of 
the party, but Reney kept dancing until be Was 
stopped Ly Roos, one of the men shot. lie was stopped 
in a quiet way. Roney afterwards claimed that he did 
not understand what solo“ meant. He got a little 
excited, but Schumacher explained the mattor to him, 
and he said it was all night. When Gruetzmacher, Jr., 
entered he said to me, Can you set. em up?’ I wid 
him no. After that I sat down, and with old Grueiz- 
macher was talking with one of the musicians. I saw 
u rush tothe door, I saw Schaetzicin bulding Gruetz- 
macher, Jr., by the collar. I went to the door with 
the reat of the crowd, when the parties were retreating 
ethrough the hall toward the door, and before they 
Freuch d there I beard two shots fireds I did not 
sve who did the shooting, but I think it was 
itoney, The whole crowd was on bim cerying 
‘Mouhim, mob him!“ This was three hours aiter 
his introduction to Mr. Wirick. There was consid- 
érable noise and excitement. After Gruetzmacher was 
put out of the room Roney interfered, but Ido not 
know what he said. After the shooting was done, 
Unicet Daniel Lyuch, who was coming into the bail 
from the street, grabbed hold of Roney, who was on 
one knee on the floor in the ball. This was after the 
ehooting. He said nothing. Lynch also took hold of 
him. I did not see what was going on in the hall, but 
heard the shot. What Roney said at this time I don’t 
know. There was considerable noise, Some of the 
Order gave a cry for assistance, I think, When Lynch 
and I took hold of Roney, we took hum out on the sule- 
walk, Mike Hughes, a citizen, who was in the hall, fol- 
lowed us out on the sidewalk and 
said to Inch, — you ail 
I can.” A crowd rushed out from 
behind and erid “Mobhim!” At this time a fuss 
cOmamenced in the rear. Then Lynob let go of Rouey, 
aud siepped back to stay the crowd, Jchn Link is the 
man who said Mob him!“ When Lynch turned 
back Reney made aleap and endeavored to get away. 
I caught him by the coat-coliar, when he jumped out 
of his ebat and rau. I followed him to the corner, and, 
beg unable to overtake him, returned to the kL: — 
where I found young Gruetzmacher asking O17 
Lynch to protect him. There were two shots fired = 
tothe time Roney was taken out. Lynch told me to 
to takp Charley Gruetzmacher home, which I did, Ne 
went home with me and his father. After I toox hun 
home I met ,Roundsman Carberry, of the Deer- 
ing Street Station, and again came in 
with him. John Fessler. whom v»e § saw, 
then stated that he saw Charley Gruetzmacher fire 
one shot, and I went over and arresied him out of 
Led, He said he had thrown the revolver behind the 
building ; that he did not shoot, and that if the re- 
volver was found the chambers would turn out to be 
fu.l. He went and showed us where be threw it, but 
we coulan’t find it. I met Sergt. Fitzpatrick west of 
the Fort Wayne track, and told him the circumstances, 
and Charley Gruetzmacher told him what he had told 
us. Fitzpatrick came up here, and I took Gruetz- 
macher to the station and kept him there until Fitz- 
;atrick returned, and ordered him iocked up, 1 asked 
Fitzpatrick if the revolver was full, and he feplied, 
„that is easy done.“ When the row wae going on in 
the ball Roney wes nearest the two men who 
sre shot. I did not see him strike them, and 
dont know whether he did or not. 
There were five or six men in the ball before the 
ehooting commenced, I did not think there was any- 
thing serious iu the hall untii 1 — the shooting. 
before Gruetz macher came in ney bid had no 
trouble, He was on his knee when 1 caught him. At 
the time of the call for assistane Roney was in the 
hall, in which there were five or six men, He was 
forced to go ou his knees, in my opinion, because he 
was overpowered, I don’t know that the call was for 
assistance, but think it was. ‘here was a call made, 
and the wen in the house rushed at the call, Honey 
was Wounded in the bead aud lower lip, 
CUARLES GRUETZMACHIR, JR. 
I live at No. 102, South Halsted street. 
penter. 1 waeat work up to two weeks ago, 
working on the day when this affair occurred, 
in the haliway of Schumachers house about 2 0 clock 
in the morning of the day the shooting took place, I 
wee in the hall about five minutes previous to the 
shooting, im. the Louse about an hour before it com- 
menced, I was not invited to come there. I did not 
know the entertainment was private, I knew th ere 
was a celebration of the Lodge. It was the Order 
Liberty Lodge. I am nota member of this Order. 1 
tried to become a member once, but never went there; 
there wasa ballot taken on me, but I never went to 
find out, I paid $5 toa man io propose me, and he 
told me I was accepted. When I entered the room no 
one made objection, All seemed to be satisiied at my 
being there. I was in the room about fifteen minutes 
before the fuss at the bar began. I don’t know how 
the fuss commenced. I heard words between 4 couple 
of men. and was mixed up in it. No one told me any- 
thing that I got mad at. I warn't in any particular 
fuss with anybody. I did not know Kouey, and never 
saw him before that I remember. He had a fuss with 
one man; be bad words, and wes gang to ight, but [ 
told hi m to quit. I kuow the men hy sight; 
he beards at the eaiocon next diu r. i 
du not remember the words, .Rouney was 
ready to fight, aud I told him to stop, which he did at 
that time. Then I took off ny overcoat and 14 I 
was going to dance. Then Sciactzicin came ont fm 
bebind the bar and said he did not went me to fight, 
or be world put me out, I don’t know that I answered 
much, but he grabbed me-by the cost-collar and put 
me out of tue side door géing into the halitway. I saw 
no one in the hall at that tune, He closed the door 
after I was out, The door was insiantly opened, and 
the crowd came out, Schaetziein came out first and 
Honey next. I don't knew why they came out, Roney 
struck schaetzicin and knocked him down. I don’t 
know why he did it, Then Schaetzicin got up and 
struck at Roney. I saw Roney strike Schactzleinm first, 
Schactzlein and Roney went to the front of the bufſu- 
ing and the crowd came out, and I could not see any- 
thang more. I heard no remarks. I did not eee Koos 
at ail that I remember of. I heard shote fred, 
but cannot tell for certain whether there were two 
or three, I was 10 feet from tue foot of the stairs, to- 
ward tbe front, standing sone.

MODERN INFERNAL MACHINES.3 


The Apparatus tor the Destruction ef 

French Ships—Murdervous *“ fats,’ 

London Timea, Dec. ® 

The recent deplorable — at Bremer- 
haven has once more drawn attention to the fact 
that time and money still continue to be 22 
ed, and talent wasted and misapplied, in devis- 
ipg the most refined metnods of executing the 
most dastardly and diabohcal desigus. Mechan- 
ical skill appears to be laid under special contri- 
bution in these matters, although it can scarcely 
be doubted that those whose skiliful hands 
contrive these cunning: devices are perfectly 
innocent of the intended application of their 
handiwork. As far as we at present know, 
he whose wasted life has just been closed by 
a pistol-bullet at Bremerhaven employed an ap- 
paratus, coustesting of a hammer, which was to 
sinike a blow on some explosive substance at the 
end of a predetermined time, and which ham- 
mer was actuated by clock-work. No precise 
description of the machine has as vet been 

ivep, altnough the exact particulars will doubt- 
fes es transpire during judicial inquiry. It ia. 
however, by no means fiprotatio that the me- 
ebanical arrangement will prove to be very 
much like one which was designed for a simijar 
dastardly purpose nearly three years since. As 
stated in a letter of a correspondent, writing 
over the signature of Warhawk.“ and which 
appeared in the Times ot the 22d inst.,dhere 
was at that time a conspiracy to ship a quautity 
of highly-insured but vorthlers goods on board 
ono of the Messageries Maritimes Com- 
pauy'g vessels either at Bordeaux 
or Marseilles. With the goods was 
to be shipped an ibfernal machine, which 
at a given tiine was to explode, cause the de- 
struction of the ship, and bring the conspirators 
their misorable reward. This machine consisted 
of a chest containing a powerfal explosive com- 
ound and an exploding apparatus, The prin- 
ciple of the expioder was‘that of the néedle-gun, 
a needle being driven into a pruued cartridge 
and causing the explosion of the whole mass of 
the compound. 

The mechanism consisted of a needle or striker 
eet ina bolt, atthe otherend of which was a 
spiral spriug held ina tube. When ibe bolt was 
forced back uto the tabe there was, of course, & 
powerful pressure behind it tending to push it 
ootward and to drive the needle into tho 
cartridge. In order to hoid the bolt back 
until che proper moment for the die- 
— had arrived, a cateh or stud was formed 
on it. which was made to engage with a bori- 
vontal lever, baviug a bammer-shaped head. 
The lever was connected wich springs so ar- 
ranged as to have a constaht teadency to release 
its bead from the catch. This tendency, bow- 
ever, was counteracted by a broad disc of metal 
which, being placed lose against the lower part 
of the lever-head, held it in its place in front of 
the catch on the needle-boit. In the dire was 
cut @ notch suilicientiy deep vo allo the lever- 
head to drop into it when that 2 ot the disc 
was presented to it. and go to release the needlo- 
bolt. Ine disc was revolved: by a train 
of clock-work so spedded as that the disc 
shonid travel a gien distance in 2 
definite time. The edge of the disc was 
marked with a number of spaces. one space 
representing a day, and the edge would travel 
thrdéugh that space in one day. Assuming tho 
dise to be marked into ten portions, and the ma- 
chine to be required to explode in eight days, 
the lever would be eet at the eighta mark from 
the notch.

The rats, of which there are two species, 
are of a more vicious nature. One species is in- 
tended to operate on iron ships, the other upon 
wooden ones. The iron ship rat“ consists of 
a block of iron known as Keutledge,” which 
hae a hole bored into it, in which is placed a 
tubular boring-tool eontaining an acid. On the 
top of the boriug-tool is a lever, with a weight ar 
its outer end, and this lever can work to and fro 
horizontally in @ space eat out of the top of — 
Keutledge.“ The lever is, of course, careful 
boxed in, aud the surface of the iron eee 
A confederate is required, who will place the 
machine in the right position—that ie, with the 
bottom of the bormg- tool dowuward and on the 
iron skin of the vessel. Being so placed, the 
rolling of the ship causes the lever to move 
backward end forward and the end of the tool to 
out into the ship's plates, the action being pro- 
moted by the acid aud by a slight preseure given 
to the boring-tool by a spring. The terrible 
process be somewhat slow. but is very sure. 

The wooden-ship rat is amore complex ma 
chine, and possibly more ingenious. It consists 
of a box, in which: are. placed a pair of vertical 
cylinders, one at each end of the box, aad 
spaced about 5 feet apart. In the centre, 
— the two, is a horizontal cylinder, bav- 
ing a piston working in it, the rod passing 
through @ stuffing-box. The — end of the 
\ pisteu- rod works a rachet drill or er, the au- 
ger being weighted. The two sal cylinders 
are each half-filled with water, aud communi- 
cate with the horizontal cylinder by pipes, each 
having its — 3 leading to the eud of the 
horizontal cylinder nearest to it. The conse- 
quence ie that as the slip roils, the 
water alternately quits and reiurns to the 
vertical cylinders, and, acting first on one 
side of the piston and then on the other, com- 
munieates a reciprocating motion to the piston- 
rod. This motion is converted into &@ rotary mo- 
tion at the weighted auger, and iu time a hole is 
bored through the planking of the ship, which 
gradually fille and may be lost before the seat of 
the leak is discovered. Provision, ie made for 
the release of the auger directly the hole has 
been bored and the resistance to it removed, 
when it silentiy drops through into the ses. 
Tuus the hole is not plugged by the auger, and 
the ends of villainy are successful. Should the 
hole be discovered aud the box be examined, 
there is nothing in it, except to a professional 
eye, to show how the hole was produced. Like 
the iron rat, the wooden-ship rat requires a con- 
federate to place it well for its deadly work.

pany, or auy other big house tuat has a rectifying 
estal lishment connected, with it, and has advantages 
for this second system of ‘stealing. If they have an 
arrangement with tue mill, or wilis, that they ship 
goods to, they ship them as if they wore highwines. 
That is, suppose they have fifty barrels of Lighwines 
gauged to them all straight by a Gauger, they wait till 
that o‘icer has gone, and then they start the bungs 
and empty out the highwine, which is about 145 to 150 
degrees proof, and fil] up those same barrels with 
alcohol, which is about 135 or 190 d. grees 
proof. In this way they steal about ten 
or s dozen gallons to the barrol,—that 
is taxable gallons, I mean.

MILWAUKEE, 
EIGHT INDICTMENTS FOUND. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chieago Iribun& 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan, 13.— The Grand Jury 
to-day returned eight indictments in the whisky 
cases, and were dismissed till Tuesday next, 
with strict injunctions of secrecy, as most of 
the persons indicted live gut of town, and there 
may be some delay in effecting their arrest. 
The ofticers of Court were also strictly enjoined 
to avoid giving names or any information that 
might lead to the facts leaking out. It is under- 
stood, however, that only two of these indict- 
ments are of any importance, and that these 
must be ex-Special Agent Conkling and ex-Su- 
pervisor Munn, against both ef whom damna- 
tory evidence is known to have been collect- 
ed. It was impossible for witnesses to be 
sought for and brought before the Grand 
J ary. and researches made in all paris of the State for 
tes*imony, without some facts leaking out, and thus it 
has come to be suspected, 1f nos positively known 
that all the persons indicted were small-fry officers of 
the Government and whisky-men, with the above two 
exceptions, and that the proof was ample that Conk- 
ling was in the haldt of reveiving regular payments 
from the whisky men—in some cases 8 0 to §100 each 
per week, and m others $360 to $500 per month. In 
the case of Munn, it is eaid similar payments 
were proved, These paymen's were made di- 
rect to parties named by the whisky-men individually, 
and not into the common fund and divided pro rata 
as at St. Lonis. In Milwaukee, each Government oh- 
cer 80 far inves'igated was bis own undivided whisky 
ring.

| HAPPY CINCINNATI! 


She Secures the Session of the 
National Republican 
Convention. 


A More Definite Idea Secured of the 
Chances of the Various Presi- 
dential Candidater. 


The Hopes Only of Morton, Bristow, and 
Blaine Reckoned Yesterday. 


Morton and Bristow Hug the South to 
Their Bosom, and Distrust Ohi- 
cago and Philadelphia, 


Special Dispatch to The Chicaao Tribune, 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Jan. 13.—The meeting of 
the National Republican Committee here to-day 
was controlled by Presidential considerations. 
The candidates whose interests were actively 
advocated in the deliberations and in the choice 
were Morton, Bristow, and Blaine. The ad- 
vocacy of these candidates was not publicly 
avowed, but, privately, it was constantly, al- 
though confidentially, conceded. The key to 
the contest was this: 

MORTON. 

Morton preferred a location as far South as 
possible. He expects to have ail the delegatos 
from Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, 
and probably from other Southern States. He 
naturally desired to have the place 
of meeting as near as possible 
to the nucleus of his strength This 
could be best occupied by the choice of Cincin- 
nati. That locality would give Morton the addi- 
tional advantage of being contiguous to his own 
State. Morton.was present at the deliberations 
of the Committee, and seemed to have good 
coutrol of his friends. 

rntsrow. 

Bristow's friends, for a similar reason, desired 
Cinciunati. They rely upon having the entire 
Kentucky deiegation, and to-day declared that 
they were confident of having Obio. They de- 
cided, therefore. that Cincinnati would be their 
best rallying-point. The friends of both Bristow 
and Mortou claimed that the atmosphere of Chi- 
cago was friendly to Blaine. This was another 
reason for them against Chicago. 

BLAINE. 
The majority of the Blaine men, however, 
voted for Philadelphia. They imagine that Blaine 
would have some prestige in his native State 
that be might not have elsewhere, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the Republican Convention of 
that State bas already declared for Hartranft. 
The Chicago delegates were not influenced by 
any Presidential consideration. A coalition be- 
tween Philadelphia and Chicago votes was at- 
tempted in the interval between the morning and 
evening session. It was proposed. to threaten 
Morton that if he did withdraw his votes from 
Cincinnati this coalition would select Philadelphia. 

The condition of the baliot at that time ren- 
dered this proposition probable. The ballot. 
was: -Cincinpati 20, Philadelphia 18. Chicago 7; 
necessary to a choice. 22. The union of Chicago 
apd Philadelphia would then have given 1 majcr- 
itv for this place. This coalition was formed, 
and would have been successful had it been pos- 
sible. As the final ba lot locating the Conven- 
tion at Cincinoati Juve 14 shows ( Cincinnati 22, 
Chicago 18, Philadelphia 3), the coalition could 
not control all -of the Philadelphia votea 
Three remained with Philadelphia, and 2 went 
to Cincinnati, while but seven went to Chicago. 
The latter required 5 more votes. Cincinnati 
was chosen by exactly the necessary number of 
votes. Thereisa x deal of feeling between 
the Morton aod Blaine men on account of this. 
The charge is made that many of the proxies 
bave always voted the Democratic ticket. 

HOW WILL IT AFYECT THE LENGTH OF THE CON- 
GRESSIONAL SESSION ? 

Congressmen who have been longest here say 
that the choice of time renders a session until 
Aug. 1 probable. It has often been the 
custom for Uvongress to sit until after 
both political conventions bave adjourned. 
Boti parties generally review in Congress the 
respective platform and put their party 
records into speeches for distribution in the 
campaign. Tae Democratic Covention is not 
likely to be held until after the Republican Con- 
vention adjourns. The tendeneyin the House 
will be to withhold the reports of many of the 
Investigating Committees until after the Re- 
publican Convention, and in thas event the Re- 
publican Senate would be likely to prevent an 
ad jourumeut until counter statements could be 
maie in reply tothe reports of these Demo- 
cratic investigations. The indicational there- 
fore, are that the session cannot be terminated 
much before Aug. 1.

As tothe City of Cieve- 
land, sufficient money has beon subscribed to 
build a vigsam and furnish all the other nec- 
essary accommodations. 

Mr. Sherwin, of Cleveland, made a few re- 
marks in favor of that city. 

Gov. Noyes gave his reasons why the Conven- 
tion should be held at Cincivpati} The Ohid 
delegation was herein behalf of no particular 
Presidential candidate, and he showed the po- 
litieal advantage of holding the Convention 
there.

RAILROAD DISCRIMINATIONS. 

The Board of Trade Committee on Railroad 
Discriminations met again yesterday morning 
at half-past 9 o’clock, Mr. E. B. Stevens in the 
chair, and Mr. W. T. Baker acting as Secretary. 

Mr. Pope said that evidence had come into his 
possession during the past few days—whicb, 
however, was not yet ready for the public— 
which showed beyond a doubt that the North- 
western ag well as the Southwestern business 
had been driven away from this city by the dis- 
criminatioas of the railroads. 

Mr. H. C. Wicker, General Freight-Agent of 
the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad. appeared 
before the Committee, and, in reply to ques- 
tions, stated that the Wisconsin roads were 
taking freight to Milwaukee from all 
points south of Fond du Lac and 
in Minnesota at the same rates as 
to Chicago, which was virtually «a dis- 
crimination in favor of Chicago. The Wis- 
consin aud Minnesota shippers, however, pre- 
ferred to ship their grain and flour to Milwaukee, 
for two reasons. in the first place, the grain 
inspected in Milwaukee brought higher prices in 
the Fast than that inspected in Chicago, Then, 
owing to the competition of the Detroit & Mil- 
waukee and Grand Trunk Railroads with the 
Chicago pooled lines, the goods conld be shipped 
from that city to the East at considerably less 
than from Chicago. His road had not been a 
party during the past two years to any through 
rates on graiv to the East. They were charging 
arbitrary rates from all points except Miiwauxee. 
They bad been no party to tne making of lower 
rates by the Red Line, which bad paid them 
their full pro rate. | 

In answer to a question as to whether his 
roads were getting such ratio as were 
by the managers of the . at the conference 
the day previous, Mr. Wicker said that they 
were gotting no such rates. He admittad, 
however, taat they were getting more per ton 
per mile than tbe pool lines, which, however, did 
riot indicate that they mado more profit. 
the contrary, he was iuciined to believe that the 
pool lines made more on their freight than bis 
line did. It was a well-known fact that it cost 
more to carry freight short distances thao long 
ones. He had to pick up his freight at different

A Barmaia's Good Fortune.

Loxpox, Dec. 16.—It is not often that a pretty 
barmaid falls into a fortune of £80,000, as a very 
pretty barmaid at the Harp, Jermyn street, has 
just done; but then probably few pretty bar- 
maids deserve such luck as well as this one did. 
Three years ago a very well known man was Mr. 
Thomas Alexander Mitchell, member of Parlia- 
ment for Bridport and senior member of the firm 
of Mitchell & Co., of London and Riga. He had 
tepresented Bridport for thirty vears. His busi- 
ness was extremely profitable ; he had accumu- 
lated a fortune of about £250,600. He was, bow- 
ever, in the habit of drinking a great deal, and 
he liked best to do his drinking at the Harp, Jer- 
myn street, where he was served by the pretty 
Miss Helen.

by personal property and real estate. The fact that 
the city has ascertained that the taxable real estate 
wes worth 8 0,000, % prevented the City Council 
from arbi'rariiy adopting a vueluation 3100.00, 000 
lower, to the damage ef the personal property. Tie 
result was to exem) +t a portion of the taxable property 
_of the city from taxation, and it would invalidate the 
entire levy. The listing and valuation was part of the 
tax. A city tax must be impored by the city itself by 
its own officers, aud the taxes must be uniform. Under 
the act of the Lezislature, the city could not maxes the 
election it did, and thereby it did intentionally omit 
nearly $100,00,000 of taxable property waich mado 
the levy. The result was to double the tax on the 
pers nal property, but the complainants offered to pay 
one-half of tber tes. 

Iu regard to the action of the State Board of Equali- 
zation, all property was taxed for State purposes at 50 
per cent af its value, while the personal property was 
taxed for city purposes at its full value. In adding 
the 52 per cent tuen. the value of the real estate was 
only raisea to par, while that of the personal property 
was raised far above it. 

MR. ROUNTREE 

then opened the argument on beualf of the defend- 
anis, The firet question was to asveriain the juris-
